Two yea rs ago the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury Fund published an 812-page 
book, “ America's needs and re­ 
sources,’’ a va lua ble study of his 
country’s growth. 
The essentia l facts in that lar­ 
ger book now have been boiled 
down into 101 pages in “ U.S.A.” 
M easure of a Na tion,’’ with ea sy- 
to-rea d text and picture charts. 
It g oes back a hundred years to 
show the growth of America and 
projects the American picture to 
19 60 to indicate where we're go­ 
ing. 
In their foreword the authors— 
Thomas R. Carskadon and Rudolf 
Mod ley—^say: 
“ When w'e . . . take a long look 
behind, the minor ups and downs 
fla tten out in a rising curve of 
econom ic a ctivity, of 
increasing 
, productive powder, unique in the 
a nna ls of this world. 


Deeply Im pressive 


“ It is deeply im pressi\e. 
And 
w'hen we project this curve into 
the future, assuming that w'e can 
continue to act as we ha ve in the 
past, W'e begin to realize Am erica ’s 
vast economic and social poten­ 
tia l.” 
The first drawings on page one 
begin to tell the story. 
In 1850 
there 
were 
about 
7^2 
m illion 
workers here. 
Now^ close to 60 
million. 
And from 12 hours a day for 6 
days a week the average work­ 
week shrank to 43 hours in 19 40, 
with the w'ork-week expected to 
be shorter in the future. 
Say the authors: “ The measure 
of our whole past a chievem ent, as 
w'cll as our future prospects lie 
in one vital factor— productivity, 
or output per m an-hour of work— 
an avera g e hour’s w'ork in 1850 
produced only one-fifth in goods 
and .services of what it produces 
today. 


Makes Progress 


“ Producing 
more 
goods 
and 
services per hour of work makes 
our progress possible. 
This g ives 
us more output to divide up. 
It 
can be di.stributed in the form of 
higher wa g es to workers, lower 
prices to consumers, more money 
plowed back into the business it­ 
self, or greater yield to owners or 
managers. . . . 
“ Back in 1850 machines supplied 
only a tiny 6 per cent of the pow er 
used in doing the country’s work. 
The big contribution w'as animal 
power— horses, oxen and mules: 
human swea t and 
m uscle 
fur­ 
nished most of the rest.” 
Growth After Civil War 
The authors point out that Ihe 
great growdh in this country came 
after the civil w'ar. 
The population here was 133 
million in 19 40, it’s about 147 m il­ 
lion now, and should be around 
155 million in 19 60. the authors 
figure. 
But— 
Our birthrate has been going 
down. 
But so has the death rate, 
and that offsets the lower birth­ 
rate a bit. 
One thing to remember is this: 
*Tn the first 10 years of the 
precent century, our 
population 
increased more from immigrants 
than from our own birth.

immigration

Ig no ring a Few Rule* Ca n 
Ma ke a Mo to rist a Sta tistic

The Nation al Safety Coun cil reports traffic 
fatalities for the first six mon ths of 1949 are the 
lowest in U. S. history for the n umber of miles 
traveled . 
But there is small solace in this fact. 
For the actual d eath toll was 13,810, less than 
1 per cen t below the 13,910 record ed in the 
same period a year ago. 
Projected an n ually, 
the figures mean that the equivalen t of the 
population of Miami Beach, Fla., will be wiped 
out in 1949. 
The Coun cil has d on e a magn ificien t job, of 
course, in keepin g American s con stan tly alert 
to the d an ger of motor travel on in creasin gly 
burd en ed streets an d highways. 
There is somethin g brutally giim about the 
Coun cil’s accuracy in forecastin g highway fatal­ 
ities on big holid ay weeken d s. A typical an ­ 
n oun cemen t may say: “Over the Fourth of July 
there will be 290 traffic d eaths in the n ation .” 
In exorably, d eath 'will occur in n umbers close 
to the pred icted figure. No m atter how stron g 
the appeals for careful d rivin g, the fatalities 
will happen . 
Death will come to d rivers who have passed 
road tests an d to d rivers who haven ’t. It will 
strike everywhere, but most heavily in the 
coun try’s big clusters of population like New 
York an d Chicago. 
It is abun d an tly 
evid en t n ow that mere 
warn in gs plus the simple road tests prescribed 
by most states will n ot halt the carn age on the 
highways. What, if an ythin g, will check it? 
We suggest that motorists an d all public an d 
private agen cies con cern ed with d rivin g safely 
focus on three main poin ts: 
First, presen t d ay d rivin g has certain in evit­ 
ably explosive factors—the speed an d man euv­ 
erability of mod ern cars, the in ad equacy of most 
thoroughfares on which they travel, an d the 
con sequen t con tin uin g men ace that un avoid ­ 
able errors erf human jud gemen t will turn an y 
n ormal traffic stream in to a shambles o t d eath 
in an in stan t. 
Secon d if the d river wan ts the best chan ce 
o t avertin g a possible fatal crash, he must 
recogn ize the explosive 
situation 
by 
actin g 
seriously 
an d respon sibly when he is behin d 
the wheel. He can ’t ever relax fully. The mo­ 
men t he d iverts his atten tion is the momen t 
an accid en t is born . 
Third , the d river must n ot at an y lime 
assume that his fellow motorist is atten d in g 
to busin ess the same as he. An yon e who has 
plied the coun try’s highways for lon g kn ows 
the on ly safe assumption is that the other d river 
will d o the worst possible thin g in a given 
case. He usually d oes. 
These lesson s might soun d a little common ­ 
place. But if they could be well learn ed by 
a m ajority of motorists we believe prospects 
are great that few d rivers would win d up as 
ad d ed d igits m the Nation al Safety Coun cil’s 
grim statistics.

Lesinski Filibuster 
Lesin ski at first tried to filibuster the meetin g 
by refusin g to call it to ord er. Though twen ty- 
two members of the 25-man committee were 
presen t—n in e more than a quorum—the Michi­ 
gan d er stran gely in sisted that all tw'en ty-five 
members tie presen t. He was able to stall thirty- 
five min utes before the full membership showed 
up. 
When Lesin ski tried to resume his filibuster 
even after the meetin g began , Jacobs raised a 
poin t of ord er again st him. Lesin ski overruled 
this, but ran in to a fie.sh attack from South 
Carolin a’s Sims, m paratrooper hero in the last 
war. 
“Your action s are outrageous,” charged Sims. 
“You’ve d on e everythin g you can to preven t 
con sid eration of this legislation to help our 
schools an d our teachers. What’s worse, you 
have d en ied supporters of the legislation the 
d emocratic right to be heard because you are 
again st it.” 
Though Lesin ski was slow to start the tem- 
pestous meetin g, he was quick to en d it when 
colleagues pressed him to set an other meetin g 
to recon sid er the ed ucation bill. Ign orin g these 
d eman d s, he shouted : 
“It's 12 o’clock. The House is in session an d 
it is therefore again st the rules for us to con ­ 
tin ue this meetin g.” 
Actually, the clock on the wall read 11:47, so 
Lesin ski had 13 min utes—plen ty of time to en ­ 
tertain a motion before the House con ven ed . 
He sal stubborn ly silen t though Sims, Steed , 
Wier, Perkin s, an d Baile^' were all on their feet 
requestin g that a d ate be set for a subsequen t 
meetin g. 
Keeping the Record Stra ig ht 
This column was in error in reportin g recen t­ 
ly Herbert Lehman , former govern or of New 
York, hoped to be the first Jew elected to the 
Sen ate. Further research d isclosed that the first 
Jew to sit in the Sen ate was Jud ah P. Ben jamin 
of Louisian a, elected in 1848 an d servin g un til 
1861 when , with the outbreak of the Civil War, 
he withd rew to become secretary of war in the 
Con fed erate cabin et. After the war he fled to 
En glan d , where he d ied . 
An other Jewish sen ator, David Levy Yulee. 
was elected from Florid a in 1853 an d also served 
un til the outbreak of the Civil War.

There are man y d iseases which 
affect the toen ails or the fin ­ 
gern ails or both. Some con d ition s 
which attack the skin primarily, 
such as psoriasis an d rin gworm, 
also often in volve the n ails. 
There 
are 
several 
d isord ers 
which cause the n ails to become 
loose, riged , d ull in color, or d e­ 
formed which d o n ot seem to be 
related either to the d iseases of 
the skin or to an y other gen eral 
con d ition of the bod y. 
On e such d isea» e comes trom 
in flamation laoun d the ba.se of 
the n ails. In this con d ition the soft 
tissue n ear the n ail root becomes 
en larged an d sen sitive. This is a 
form of in flammation in the sen ­ 
sitive tissues which is common ly 
called w'hitlow. 
It often causes the n ails to be­ 
come n d ged an d sometime.» , to 
separate completely an d fall off. 
In the severest cases, the n ail may 
ha\e to be removed before the in ­ 
fection can be ciearea up. 
Nail Splittin g 
Sometimes the n ails ten d to split 
for n o 
apparen t 
reason . 
Rin g­ 
worm can affect the n ails an d may 
be d ifficult to cure. Psoriasis is 
an other skin d isease which may 
effect the n ails an d cause them 
to become (olted an d d eformed . 
White poin t;', spots, streaks, or 
ban d s can appear in the n ails. 
The n ails of either han d s or 
feet can become thicken ed . 
With 
thicken in g, the n ails become d ull 
colored an d are often rigid or fur­ 
rowed . In .some cases thick, horn y 
outgrowths can appear. 
There are man y possible causes 
for 
such 
thicken in g. 
Irritation 
from n eglect, d irt, or poorly fit­ 
tin g shoes or gloves may be re­ 
spon sible. 
Certain 
d iseases 
of 
the glan d s of in tern al secretion 
which 
prod uce 
homores 
are 
sometimes at fault. 
Diseases of the 
n ails 
require 
accurate d iagn osis. 
In such d is­ 
eases as psoriasis, rin gworm or 
eczema of the n ails, treatmen t his 
to be aimed at the particular d is­ 
ease respon sible. 
In most of the other con d ition s, 
the cauae is likely to be associated 
with some gen eral con d ition such 
as poor d iet, a wastin g d isease, or 
somethin g else far d istan t irom 
the n ails ihemst-ivi*' 
When this 
IS the case loca; treatmen t is n ot 
en ough, but the d istan t cause must 
be id en tified if 
an d treat­ 
ed accord in g to v\hat is foun d .

Red Sta r Over China Up sets 
Po wer in a Divid ed Wo rM

The rising of the Red Star over 
China inevitably u psets the bal­ 
ance of power in a divided world. 
The weight of 475 million people— 
a fifth of nu manity—shifting from 
one side of the v/orld-wide schism 
to the other is one reason for the 
white paper on China pu blished 
last week by the State Depart­ 
ment. 
One of the most important 
things this white paped did was 
to admit 
the 
fu tility 
of trying 
fu rther to prevent the shift with 
the method u sed in the past. 
That method was to su pport the 
legal government of China, as per- 
conified by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek. It didn’t work. 
If any new method is to w'oi-k, 
it will have to answer many grave 
q u estions growing ou t of the great 
shift in world 
power 
that 
Red 
China means. 
Questio ns Raised 
Three of these q u estions have 
been raised by J. 
D. 
Fergu son, 
editor of the Milwau kee Jou rnal. 
He asks what the impact of Red 
China, as shown 
by 
the 
white 
paper, will be in: 
1. China’s u se of the veto in the 
Secu rity Cou ncil 
of the 
United 
Nations. 
2. China’s 
loss 
of 
influ ence 
among western nations. 
3. China’s commercial 
treaties 
with western nations. 
In Red hands, the Chinese veto 
presu mably 
wou ld 
be 
u sed 
in 
Ru ssia s fav’or, bu t Ru s.sia doesn’t 
need this becau .>e her own veto 
is as assolu te as anyone eise’s. The 
Chinese veto, however, might be 


u sed to give the Soviet veto a rest 
now and then. 
The danger wou ld 
not come 
from the veto. 
From the stand­ 
point of western powers it wou ld 
lie in the added 
prestige China 
will give to the pro-Soviet bloc 
of nations, particu larly in the eyes 
of the smaller powers having a 
racial 
and 
colonial 
backgrou nd 
akin to China’s. 
Two Sets o f Deleg ates 
From 
the standpoint 
of 
the 
Lnited Nations itself, the danger 
lies in the possible a{)pearance of 
two sets of Chinese delegates at 
Lake Su ccess. 
If, for instance, Red China forms 
a new national government and 
claims China’s place at Lake Su c­ 
cess, and if the old delegates from 
Nanking still are recognized, the 
ensu rging q u arrel cou ld split the 
U. N. wide open. 
It cou ld wreck it altogether if 
the Lnited States and Ru ssia in­ 
sist u pon su pporting rival Chinese 
delegates and drag their res{>ective 
Allies along with them. 
The answer to Mr. Fergu son’s 
second 
q u estion — what 
abou t 
China's loss of influ ence among 
western nations?—lies in the fu ­ 
tu re cou rse of power politics. The 
day may never come when Red 
China can wrangle a loan from 
Wail Street. Bu t it‘s probably al­ 
ready safe to say that Red su ccess 
in China means more western in­ 
flu ence lost there than China will 
Jose in the west. 
Can’t Let Ally Do w'n 
Ju st throu gh the mechanics of 
u ower politics the firmer control 
the Reds gain 
over 
China, 
the 
greater their

On Three Mile 
Front in Montana; 
Thirteen Killed 


HELENA, Mont., Aug 8—G» 


Wind 'swept flames boiling up 
Willow Mountain this morning as 
weary men strained desperately 
to trap the mammoth gates of the 
mountains fire. 


About 400 men worked through- 


out last night building fire lines 
to encircle the killer of J.2 forest 
service parachutists and another 
fire fighter. 


They hoped to complete the 


final three miles 
of fire line 


bottling the wilderness area blaze 
on 7,500-foot Willow peak today 
But westerly winds of 15 to 25 
miles an hour drove, rampaging 
flames rapidly towards the east 
slope and vast expanses of dense 
timber beyond. 


The weather bureau predicted; 


moreover, that winds may in- 
crease to / 25-35 miles an hour 
late today. 


Two determined groups of men 


moved in from the flanks today 
against the fire which has black- 
ened 5,000 to 6,000 acres since 
Friday and has a perimeter of 
21 miles. 
. " 


Showers slowed the advance of 


the flames yesterday but a 20 mile 
an hour wind fanned the fire in 
the northeastern section. 


The fire devastated from 800 


to 1,800 acres yesterday. 


Willow mountain is east o: 


Mann Gulch, where the lightning 
blaze started Friday. The fire has 
moved four miles east of where 
the Missouri river winds pictur- 
esquely through mountain peaks 


Calls for volunteers went ou1 


again yesterday. Forest service 
officials sent fresh men in to re- 
lieve those nearly 'exhausted on 
fire lines. They also built up a 
pool of manpower—in case the 
fire crosses Willow mountain. 


The forest service has not sen 


any of its parachuting fire fighters 
to the blaze since Friday—when 
the smokejumping program suf- 
fered its worst tragedy in its 10- 
year history. 


Fifteen 
smokejumpers, 
mostlj 


college students, were trapped bj 
fire when the wind shifted sud- 
denly after they were safely 01 
the ground at Mann' Gulch. Only 
three escaped.. 


In addition to the 12 smoke- 


jumpers, the fire killed a pre- 
vention guard from nearby Can- 
yon Ferry ranger station.

lurope, the better it will be for 
>ur own security." 
Sets a Pattern 
Vandenberg contended that the 


.dminist r a t i o n' s $1,450,000,000 
rms program sets a pattern for 
he military defense of western 
Europe before the council to be 
ormed under the North Atlantic 
reaty has come into being and set 
up a defense committee to make 
military plans. 


He complained that the United 
itates is going ahead without 


consulting its North Atlantic allies. 


Vandenberg asked Acheson if 


he would "resist the idea" of pro- 
ceeding with a stop-gap 
that 


would "demonstrate our attitude 
at the moment but wait until th« 
next session of Congress for pass- 
ng upon'the pattern of the total 
program. 
Must Go Forward 
"Yes 
Senator 
Vandenberg, I 


would resist that," Acheson re- 
plied quietly. "I think we must 
go forward on both fronts."

Acheson told the combined Sen- 


ate committees earlier today that

Feed Grain To 
Likely Be Less 
Than Last Year 


Extension Agent 
Coplen Gives Some 
Outlook Pointers 


"What is the outlook for hogs 


cattle, sheep, poultry and eggs 
dairy products and grain?" These 
are questions farmers have in 
mind. A knowledge of approxi- 
mate 
answers 
may save some 


headaches and improve the finan- 
cial status of appreciable numbers 
reports Roy I. Coplen, Extension 
Agent. 


Industrial activity has declined 


at a rate of 3% per month since 
January 1. The general price level 
continues to weaken. The Asso- 
ciated Press Index of 35 basic 
commodities (1926-100) was 152.09 
versus 189.29 a year ago. Most 
other economic indicators con- 
tinue downward. The exception 
to the trend is construction and 
exports and these are up only a 
little. 


Personal income for four months 


from January to April declined. 
Farmers while selling more goods 
received less for them in the first 
half of 1949, than for the first half 
of 1948. 


This current, economic down- 


trend is unique in one important 
respect: It is a recession from in- 
flationary levels, with no wide- 
spread depression in prospect. 


Although the 1949 feed grain 


production will probably be lower 
than the 1948 production, the feed 
per animal until will likely be the 
highest ever available due to the 
large carryover from last year. 
Hay supplies per animal will be 
adequate through not as abundant 
as last year. Pasture condition, 
generally, are excellent. 
Look To Wheat Advance 
Wheat prices should rise slightly 


in the next 30 days and price con- 
tinue to strength as these season 
advances due to less favorable 
spring crop prospects, increase in 
the loan rate, and a more active 
milling demand. 


The high wheat prices of 1946- 


48 were caused by the unavail- 
ability of other feed for export, 
short crops in the importing coun- 
tries and the h'igh level of all 
prices. Now the situation is quite 
different. We now have an abund- 
ant supply of feed grains for ex- 
port, crop conditions have improv- 
ed greatly in the important coun- 
tries. We are faced with an appar- 
ent downward price level, These, 
together with a near record crop 
of wheat being produced at pres-

ing. 


In their foreword the authors— 


Thomas R. Carskadon and Eudoli 
Modley—say: 


'•When we ... take a long look 


behind, the minor ups and downs 
flatten out in a rising curve of 
economic activity, of increasing 


, productive power-, unique in the 


annals of this world. 
Deeply Impressive 
"It is deeply impressive. And 


when we project this curve into 
the future, assuming that we can 
continue to act as we have in the 
past, we begin to realize America's 
vast economic and social poten- 
tial." 


The first drawings on page one 


begin to tell the story. 
In 1850 


there were about 7% 
million 


workers here. 
Now close to 60 


million. 


And from 12 hours a day for 6 


days a week the average work- 
week shrank to 43 hours in 1940, 
with the work-week expected to 
be shorter in the future. 


Say the authors: '"The measure 


of our whole past achievement, as 
well as our future prospects lie 
in one vital factor—productivity, 
or output per man-hour of work— 
an average hour's work in 185CI 
produced only one-fifth in goods 
and services of what it produces 
today.

Ignoring a Few Rules Can 
Make a Motorist a Statistic

The National Safety Council reports traffic 


fatalities for the first six months of 1949 are the 
lowest in U. S. history for the number of miles 
traveled. But there is small solace in this fact. 
For the actual death toll was 13,810, less than 
1 per cent below the 13,910 recorded in the 
same period a year ago. Projected annually, 
the figures mean- that the equivalent of the 
population of Miami Beach, Fla., will be wiped 
out in 1949. 


The Council has done a magnificient job, of 


course, in keeping Americans constantly alert 
to the danger of motor travel on increasingly 
burdened streets and highways. 


There is something brutally grim about the 


Council's accuracy in forecasting highway fatal- 
ities on big holiday weekends. A typical an- 
nouncement may say: "Over the Fourth of July 
there will be 290 traffic deaths in the nation." 
Inexorably, death will occur in numbers close 
to the predicted figure. No matter how strong 
the appeals lor careful driving, the fatalities 
will happen. 


Death will come to drivers who have passed 


road tests and to drivers who haven't. It will 
strike everywhere, but most heavily in the 
country's big clusters of population like New 
York and Chicago. 


It is abundantly 
evident now that 'mere 


warnings plus the simple road tests prescribed 
by most states will not halt the carnage on the 
highways. What, if anything, will check it? 
We suggest that motorists and all public and 
private agencies concerned with driving safely 
focus on three main points: 


First, present 'day driving has certain inevit- 


ably explosive factors—the speed and maneuv- 
erability of modern cars, the inadequacy of most 
thoroughfares on which they travel, and the 
consequent continuing menace that unavoid- 
able errors of human judgement will turn any 
normal traffic stream into a shambles of death 
in an instant. 


Second if the driver wants the best chance 


of averting a possible fatal crash, he must 
recognize the explosive situation by acting 
seriously and responsibly when he is behind 
the wheel. He can't ever relax fully. The mo- 
ment he diverts his attention is the moment 
an accident is born. 


Third, the driver must not at any time 


assume that his fellow motorist is attending 
to business the same as he. Anyone who has 
plied the country's highways for long knows 
the only safe assumption is that the other driver 
will do the worst possible thing in a given 
case. He usually does. 


These lessons might sound a little common- 


place. But if they could be well learned by 
a majority of motorists we believe prospects 
are great that few drivers would wind up as 
added digits in the National Safety Council's 
grim statistics.

Lobbies Keep Growing

WASHINGTON—The Democrats seem to have 


forgotten how they used to berate the lobby- 
ridden, Republican 80th Congress and what 
they promised they would do to lobbyists once 
they came into power. 


In contrast the 81st Congress is now swarming 


with more lobbyists than ever, and Senator Kil- 
gore's bill to investigate lobbyists is still stuck 
in the rules committee. Holding up the lobby 
investigation are two senators who publicly 
claim to be for it. One is Senator Alexander 
Wiley, Wisconsin, Republican, who officially 
voted for the lobby probe, but unofficially did 
his best to block it. 


"If this goes through," Wiley once blurted out, 


'•we might have to investigate my son." 


He referred to Marshall A. Wiley of Chippewa 


Falls, Wis., who journeys to Washington to 
work for the dairy interests. Not considering 
himself 
a lobbyist, young Wiley has never 


bothered to register. 


But the man really blocking the lobby probe 


is Senatoi Pat McCarran of Nevada, who has 
resorted to the subtle strategy of insisting that 
his judiciary committee do the investigating. 
This will give him veto power over who should 
be investigated and what should be done about 
them. 


Since the House has already passed a bill 


providing for a joint congressional committee 
to investigate lobbyists, McCarran's obstinacy 
may mean no lobby investigation at all. Ari- 
zona's Senator Carl Hayden of the rules com- 
mittee is tr/ing to talk JMcCarran into going 
along with the House version, but that would 
take the investigation out of McCarran's hands 


where he can protect his lobbyist-friends.' 


Note: More than 350 new lobbyists have been 


added to the registration rolls since the Demo- 
crats came into power. That isn't counting 
all those who pull strings and influence votes 
without registering as lobbyists. Of 1,600 who 
have registered, fewer than 150 have dropped 
out. 
Battle Over Education 


The House labor committee's 
closed-door 


showdown on the religion-laden federal aid-to- 
education bill produced the expected fireworks— 
and then some. Committee members shouted, 
ranted, fumed, glared and even threatened one 
another as Chairman John Lesinski of Michi- 
gan, a Catholic, representing Detroit's Polish 
suburbs, used every move io the congressional 
book to block the bill. 


Finally Boston's young Representative John 


Kennedy moved to postpone all school legisla- 
tion until next January. Kennedy's motion was 
voted down but here's how the committee lined 
up behind closed doors: 


Against dropping school-aid legislation during 


this session (13)—Sims of South Carolina, Perk- 
ins of Kentucky, Bailey of West Virginia, 
Irving of Missouri, Jacobs of Indiana, Steed of 
Oklahoma, Barden of North Carolina, Powell 
of New York, Wier of Minnesota, Wood of 
Georgia, Howell of New Jersey, all Democrats; 
and Morton of Kentucky and Kearns of Penn- 
sylvania, Republicans. 


For dropping aid to education for this session 


(12)—Lesinski, Kentucky, Kelley of Pennsyl- 
vania, Lucas of Texas, Democrats; and Burke of 
Ohio, McConnell of Pennsylvania, Gwinn of New 
York, Smith of Kansas, Nixon of California, 
Werdel of California, Brehm of Ohio and Velde 
of Illinois, Republicans, 
Lesinski Filibuster 
Lesinski at first tried to filibuster the meeting 


by refusing to call it to order. Though twenty- 
two members of. the 25-man committee were 
present—nine more than a quorum—the Michi- 
gander strangely insisted that all twenty-five 
members *>e present. He was able to stall thirty- 
five minutes before the full membership showed 
up. 


When Lesinski tried to resume his filibuster 


even "after the meeting began, Jacobs raised a 
point of order against him. Lesinski overruled 
this, but ran into a fresh attack from South 
Carolina's Sims, a paratrooper hero in the last 
war. 


"Your actions are outrageous," charged Sims. 


"You've done everything you can to prevent 
consideration of this legislation to help our 
schools and our teachers. What's worse, you 
have denied supporters of the legislation the 
democratic right to be heard because you are 
against it." 


Though Lesinski was slow to start the tem- 


pestous meeting, he was quick to end it when 
colleagues pressed him to set another meeting 
to reconsider the education bill. Ignoring these 
demands, he shouted: 


"It's 12 o'clock. The House is in session and 


it is therefore against the rules for us to con- 
tinue this meeting." 


Actually, the clock on the wall read 11:47, so 


Lesinski had 13 minutes—plenty of time to en- 
tertain a motion before the House convened. 
He sat stubbornly silent though Sims, Steed, 
Wier, Perkins, and Bailey were all on their feet 
requesting that a date be set for a subsequent 
meeting. 
Keeping the Record Straight 
This column was in error in reporting recent- 


ly Herbert Lehman, former governor of New 
York, hoped to be the first Jew elected to the 
Senate. Further research disclosed that the first 
Jew to sit in the Senate was Judah P. Benjamin 
of Louisiana, elected in 1848 and serving until 
1861 when, with the outbreak of the Civil War, 
he withdrew to become secretary of war in the 
Confederate cabinet. After the war he fled to 
England, where he died. 


Another Jewish senator, David Levy Yulee. 


was elected from Florida in 1853 and also served 
until the outbreak of the Civil War. Both Yulee 
and Benjamin, incidentally, were born in the 
Virgin Islands. Other Jewish senators include 
Joseph Simon, Oregon Republican, who took his 
seat in 1898; Simon Guggenheim, Colorado 
Republican, 1907, and Isidor Raynor of Mary- 
land, 1905.

• The Doctor Says 
Accurate 
Diagnosis Vital 
When Disease 
Affects Nails

There are many diseases which 


affect the toenails or the fin- 
gernails or both. Some conditions 
which attack the skin primarily, 
such as psoriasis and ringworm, 
also often involve the nails. 


There 
are 
several disorders 


which cause the nails to become 
loose, riged, dull in color, or de- 
formed which do not seem to be 
related either to the diseases of 
the skin or to any other general 
condition of the body. 


One such disease comes from 


inflamation raound the base of 
the nails. In this condition the soft 
tissue near the nail root becomes 
enlarged and sensitive. This is a 
form of inflammation in the sen- 
sitive tissues which is commonly 
called whitlow. 


It often causes the nails to be- 


come ridged and sometimes to 
separate completely and fall off. 
In the severest cases, the nail may 
have to be removed before the in- 
fection can be cleared up. 
Nail Splitting 


Sometimes the nails tend to split 


for no apparent reason. Ring- 
worm can. affect the nails and may 
be difficult to cure. Psoriasis is 
another skin disease which may 
effect the nails and cause them 
to become pitted and deformed. 
White points, spots, streaks, or 
bands can appear in the nails. 


The nails of either hands or 


feet can become thickened. With 
thickening, the nails become dull 
colored and are often rigid or fur- 
rowed. In some cases thick, horny 
outgrowths can appear. 


There are many possible causes 


for 
such thickening. 
Irritation 


from neglect, dirt, or poorly fit- 
ting shoes or gloves may be re- 
sponsible. 
Certain diseases of 


the glands of internal secretion 
which 
produce 
homores 
are 


sometimes at fault. 


Diseases of the 
nails require 


accurate diagnosis.' In such dis- 
eases as psoriasis, ringworm or 
eczema of the nails, treatment his 
to be aimed at the particular dis- 
ease responsible. 


In most of the other conditions, 


the cause is likely to be associated 
with some general condition such 
as poor diet, a wasting disease, or 
something else far distant from 
the nails themselves. When this 
is the case local treatment is not 
enough, but the distant cause must 
be identified if possible and treat- 
ed according to what is found.

strikingly different wild animals, 
with one thing in common. They 
are all getting along with man so 
well that they are extending their 
range in the United States.
